Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  I  have  heard  tliatdl 
almost  broke  him  ;  hut  he  went  through, 
and  ts  now  worth  from  $3  000,000  to 
$5  000,000,  nearly  all  made  in  real  estate. 

Alter  Eno  built  the  store  mentioned,  B, 

B.  ChitfcudcD  made  an  agreement  witb 
John  J,  Phelpe,  who  had  been  bb  partner, 
to  pay  him  i  certain  iniervat  for  a  term  of 
years  on  the  investment  if  lie  would  build 
a  store  on  the  comer  of  Rector  street,  the 
old  site  of  Grace  Church  ;  the  store  was 
built,  and  Mr,  Chittenden  occupied  it,  1 
think  lor  ten  years;  certainly  until  be  was 
left  almost  alone  down  town,  the  business 
moving  away  up.
